tune in so short a time. 


The San Francisco Report remarks 


;hat "it has not been the fashion to 
auy the Presidency like a U. S. Sen- 
itorship, but if there je six million in 
t for the incumbent, the arena of 
practical politics has been coi sider- 


enlarged." 


The San Francisto Chronicle says: 
"It seems to be admitted that Mr. 


Cleveland has grown verj' rich since he 
first became President. His familiar 
'fiends are speculators and manipula- 
,01'S.'' 


The Examiner offers an explanation 


of Mr. Cleveland's rapid acquisition of 
wealth about which there appears to be 
;hought in Washington and elsewhere, 
hat there may be a suspicion of im- 
propriety • in it and adds that these 
rumors do Mr. Cleveland an injustice. 
Se has had the advantage during the 
whole period of having shrewd friends 
to direct his investments. He was let 
into the Standard Oil Company, the 
Natural Gas deal. Whenerer the Pres- 
ident has desired to employ his money 
profitably it has been, unnecessary for 
him to gi>'e the subject a thought. 
His t'rieuda in the financial world have 
attended to all such matters, and left 
him absolutely free to perform his 
public duties without disturbance." 


So far the Examiner may be right, 


bat it does not say whether these 
friends in the financial world have at- 
tended to Mr. Cleveland's affairs as 
gratuitously before he became Presi- 
dent, as we are told they did since he 
took those public duties upon himself. 
But when the Examiner adds, "nor 
have they asked any favors in-return. 
They have shovn remarkable delicacy 
on this point. There has been no hint 
of placing the President under any ob- 
ligations. It was very natural that He 
should seek advice from the absolutely 
disinterested friends who have not 
joined the mob of beggars for official 
favor, but who have unselfishly ad- 
vanced his interests without a thought 
of reward, and that friendship and con- 
fidence explain everything." It is then 
that the E.iaminer steps on hollow 
ground and from every step resounds 
the question: "Is this the nature of 
those Wall street men that are called 
shy locks ? " Nor is it natural for Mr. 
Cleveland to be so passive in his in- 
dividual affairs when, he is so aggress- 
ive in matters of national legislation in 
which he so often reached the limits of 
his constitutional prerogatives that the 
Examiner thought he had actually over- 
stepped them. His passion for the in- 
itiative as well as for forcing measures 
through Congress regardless of party 
platforms, especially 
in matters of 


finance, including the issuance of U. S. 
bonds in spite of the implied protests 
of a Congress of his own political creed 
show Mr. Cleveland to be independent 
and absolute in matters of public in- 
terest, and in so much as all his efforts 
are tending to benefit Wall Street, they 
cannot be taken as mere coincidents 
but as intended to reward the abso- 
lutely disinterested friendship of those 
who have not joined the mob of beg- 
gars for official favor." 


It is well understood by the masses 


that Wall street does not beg, but com- 
mands. 
The explanation about the 


gradual transformation of the bluff, 
courageous, Democratic Cleveland of 
18S<i to the respectable, cautious, con- 
servative Cleveland of 1894 is in reality 
a reproduction of historical character 
changes described by the historian, Jas 
D. McCabe in his history of Rome, and 
placed more than a century before the 
Christain era. His is such a true pic- 
ture of characters and events of the 
present day and subject that it may 
be taken as a prototype for the repeti- 
tion of history- The said historian re- 
lates: "Many Plebian houses had be- 
come noble through their members 
having held high offices in the State; 
but the number of these was compara- 
tively small, and they soon found that 
their new interests were identical with 
those of the Patricians rather than 
those of the order from which they had 
sprung. The common ties of wealth 
and f uturd gains in riches and power 
untied them." 


Of Mr. Cleveland, the Examiner says 


the same thing in the following lan- 
guage: "The President, has unpercep- 
tibly absorbed the feelings of those by 
whom he is surrounded."

TRAIN MEN'S WAGES. 


A Sweeping Reduction in the Triickco 


uncl Suit Ignite Divisions. 


The new schedule ot wages for em- 


ployes of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany went into effect yesterday. The 
Silver State says the cut in wages of 
engineers and firemen on the Truckee 
and Salt Lake divisions averages over 
30 per cent. On the Sacramento di- 
vision, that ia from Truckee to Sacra- 
mento, a slight increase is made in the 
,:>ay of passenger engineers and fire- 
men, while that of the freight men re- 
mains the same. 


Following are the rates paid per trip 


under the old and new schedules: 


Carlin and Wadsworth passenger— 


Under the old schedule engineers have 
been receiving $9 40 and firemen $5 40 
for making this trip. After December 
1st they will receive $8 22 and $4 08, 
respectively. 


Wadsworth and Truckee, (double 


daily) 
passenger—Old schedule, en- 


gineers $7 05, firemen $4 05; reduced 
to $4 70 and $2 70, respectively. 


Carlin and Winnemucca, freight 


Old schedule, engineers $6 28, firemen 


. 60; reduced to $1 70 and $2 70. 
Winnemucca and Wadsworth, freight 


—Old schedule, engineers $7 10, fire- 
men $-1 10; reduced to i|i5 00 and $2 85. 


Wadsworth and Truckee and return, 


freight—Old schedule, engineers $9 40, 
firemen $5 40; reduced to $7 05 and 
$4 00. 


Wadsworth and Truckee, single trip, 


freight—Old schedule, engineers $4 70, 
firemen $2 70; reduced to $3 52 and 
$2 00. 


Besides this it is reported that the 


wages of conductors and brakemon 
will a)so be cut. Conductors are now 
guaranteed $100 and brakemen $80 for 
making 3700 miles or under, being paid 
extra for all mileage made over that 
amount. The new schedule, it is said, 
will require them to make 4100 miles 
per month for the same money, and 
takes off the guarantee.
